Birds of a feather 


A NEW project to engage resi¬ 
dents of care homes in a spot of 
fowl play is spreading its wings 
in Southend. 

Chicken runs have been set 
up in two residential homes - 
Nazareth House and St Mar¬ 
tin’s - after national charity 
Equal Arts discovered new 
research which suggests that 
keeping hens near the home 
boosts the wellbeing of elderly 
people. 

So far, the experiment is a 
success, with the four hens at 
Nazareth House grabbing the 
attention of residents who enjoy 
watching them in their run in the 
courtyard. 

The residents also benefit by 
enjoying the eggs the hens lay. 


Southend West MP Sir David 
Amess will officially launch the 
Henpower project on Friday at 
Nazareth House in London 
Road, where his 104-year-old 
mother Maud lives. 

Jacki Lin, manager at St Mar¬ 
tin’s, added: “We have seen a 
difference in a short space of 
time - with residents getting out 
more into the garden to see 
what the hens are getting up 
to.” 

Equal Arts, which supports 
creative projects for the ageing, 
is the charity behind the project, 
which is also popular in the 
north east of England, where 20 
homes have signed up.

DEAN Ovel has come up with a 
wheely good scheme to raise cash 
for Southend Hospital’s new demen¬ 
tia appeal - he is going to make like 
a hamster and run in circles for 24 
hours. 

The 40-year-old from Westcliff is 
taking an 8ft hamster wheel, which 
he designed and made, to the top end 
of Southend High Street, where he 
intends to spend a whole day run¬ 
ning inside it. 

He will be taking comfort breaks, 
but intends to ea, drink, and pound 
the wheel from noon on Saturday, 


May 21, to noon on Sunday. 

Dean is running solo and has lined 
up a series of bands to support and 
entertain him - and, hopeftilly, the 
audience he attracts. 

He said: “It should be a great 
atmosphere - we’ll have bands, 
choirs and a handsome hamster 
competition. And anyone feeling a 
little more energetic can cycle for a 
mile next to me on a spin cycle. 

“Local businesses have entered 
into the spirit of the day and been 
incredibly generous - donating some 
fantastic prizes.” 

He added: “It’s been quite a ride 
already and people have just been so 
supportive of what started as an out¬ 
landish idea and then a working 1:15 


scale Lego model. 

“Now I can’t wait to get in my 
wheel, get focused and get running. 
I’ll have the support of friends, fam¬ 
ily and the great Essex public each 
step of the way.” 

Both Dean’s grandmothers suf¬ 
fered from dementia, so it’s a cause 
close to his heart. 

He was delighted to hear that the 
hospital has launched a £100,000 
appeal to provide two therapeutic and 
interactive day rooms at the hospital, 
as well as specialist hearing aids, bed 
and chair sensors, mobile sensory 
units and reminiscence items. 

His challenge begins appropriately 
on the last day of national Dementia 
Awareness Week. 


This is not the first time Dean has 
put his best foot forward for charity. 
He ran 10 marathons in eight days in 
2014. 

Lucy Lock, the hospital’s 
fundraising officer, said: “Dean will 
help get us off to a flying start, and 
his zany antics will hopefully raise 
both a few eyebrows and awareness 
to those that see him on his 24-hour 
run - hopefully raising pounds for 
the appeal. 

“I can’t think of a more inspiring 
end to Dementia Awareness Week.”

• SOUTHEND lifeboats rescued four 
people from a fishing boat last 
Thursday after its engines failed and 
it started to take on water. 

The inshore lifeboat was launched at 
4.40pm after the coastguard received 
a mayday call from the boat near 
West Leigh middle marker buoy.

Ttagedy behind 
a leap of faith 


MP lobbies Parliament 


MUM Vicky Cullen abseiled 
down the tallest structure in 
Portsmouth last weekend in 
memory of her toddler son 
who died with a brain 
tumour. 

The 3 5-year-old from 
Leigh’s leap of faith from 
the Spinnaker Tower raised 
funds for charity Brain 
Tumour Research - but she 
also wanted to highlight how 
little cash she felt govern¬ 
ment gives to brain tumour 
research in general. 

Fraser was only 16 months 
old when he lost his life to 
the cancer, four months ago. 

Attending Vicky’s daring 
stunt were Husband Warren 
and two-year-old daughter 
Elouise. 

When her feet were back 
on firm ground, Vicky was 
presented with a medal by 
Tim Green, community 
fundraising manager for the 
charity. 

Tim said: “Brain tumours 
kill more children and adults 
under the age of 40 than any 
other cancer - yet just one 
percent of the national spend 
on cancer research has been 
allocated to this devastating 
disease. 

“The money we raise helps 
to fund the work at our four 
centres of excellence.”

Fraser was just over three 
months old when he was 
diagnosed with a brain 
tumour. After surgery, his 
parents had to decide 
whether to put him through 
gruelling high-dose chemo¬ 
therapy - giving extra 
months of life - or opt for 
palliative care. 

They chose the treatment -

CASTLE POINT MP Rebecca 
Harris has addressed a parlia¬ 
mentary debate about continu¬ 
ing low levels of funding for 
brain tumour research. 

The debate was forced by a 
petition which attracted 
120,000 signatures, supported 
by Canvey couple Chris and 
Lisa Green, whose son Danny 
died from a brain tumour when 
he was just 11 years old. 

The pair set up the Danny 
Green Fund to help young suf¬ 
ferers, campaign for higher 
awareness and raise funds for 
research. 

The Government petitions 
committee reported there had 
been little improvement in the 
prognosis for brain tumour 
patients over the last 30 years 
and that research had been seri¬ 
ously underfunded over decades. 

Harris chairs the parliamen¬ 


tary group for brain tumours, 
and was inspired to pick up the 
cause by the Green’s story. She 
circulated to all 650 MPs a 
book the Greens wrote about 
Danny. 

She said: “Over the past 30 
years, although cancer survival 
rates have increased by 50 per 
cent, brain tumour survival 
rates have increased by only 7.5 
per cent. The people involved 
are often children, and the fig¬ 
ures do not begin to illustrate 
the degree of lifelong disability 
that many of the survivors, of 
whom there are too few, also 
face, or the burden added to 
their lives and their families. 

“Brain tumours may be con¬ 
sidered rarer cancers, but their 
disproportionate effect on the 
lives of youngsters means that 
we must give them a much 
higher priority.” 


giving them precious time 
with Fraser. He passed away 
a year later. 

Vicky said: “It’s too late 
for Fraser, but I hope we can 
make a difference to help 
others in the future. 

“When Fraser first became 
ill, our concerns were dis¬ 
missed - we were told he 
just had a sore throat. With 


or without treatment, the 
tumour meant there was just 
a five per cent chance he 
would live to see his fifth 
birthday. 

She added: “Choosing the 
treatment was heart break¬ 
ing, but we had time to get to 
know our son.”

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‘NO MORE SECRETS’ 


In an exclusive interview, the former - and first - Essex police and crime commissioner Nick 
Alston says a culture of secrecy led to decades of unchecked bad behaviour from officers. His 
tenure has overseen significant changes, however, and here he calls on his successors to 
continue the march towards making the county’s force more transparent and accountable

Outgoing Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston has urged his suc¬ 
cessors to maintain the force’s new¬ 
found focus on transparency. 

“How can you do things with 
integrity if you’re not doing them 
openly?” he asked in a recent inter¬ 
view with the Yellow Advertiser. 

A culture of genuine openness was 
lacking before the government creat¬ 
ed the role of commissioner in 2012, 
says Mr Alston. But since his election, 
Mr Alston has shone a light on some 
of the less wholesome aspects of 
policing in Essex. 

Reports into misconduct by officers 
are now made public, and under his 
direction the force has referred 
dozens of “failed” child abuse investi¬ 
gations to the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC). 

He has also introduced regular pub¬ 
lic meetings where Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh answers unfiltered 
audience questions - broadcast live 
online - and is available for questions. 


Mr Alston says he hadn’t considered 
the issue of policing transparency to 
be too serious before assuming office, 
but that he now sees it as one of the 
most important issues for the modern 
force. 

“There should be no secrets - except 
operational stuff,” he says. “Police are 
community servants. They are of the 
community, serving the community. 

“The whole point of PCCs was get¬ 
ting away from the smoke-filled 
rooms where the Essex Police Author¬ 
ity would have meetings and nobody 
would know anything about them.” 

Until late 2012, councillors were 
appointed to police authorities - 
which met around five times a year - 
to hold forces to account. 

Mr Alston says many panels were 
controlled by police forces, which 
cherry-picked which pieces of infor¬ 
mation would be put before members. 

“That’s how police up and down the 
country operated for years,” he says. 
“Feeding material to the police author¬ 
ities that would satisfy only them. It’s 
easy to fob off a scrutiny committee 
with loads of thick papers which 
nobody is going to have time to read.

“It wasn’t deliberate or malicious. It’s 
just that there was no real understand¬ 
ing, on either side, about what good 
scrutiny and governance really looked 
like. That allowed chief constables to 
fail in some really bad ways. Take 
Hillsborough - what was the police 
authority doing? The chief constable of 
South Yorkshire had a police authority.” 

Mr Alston attended every meeting 


of Essex Police Authority in the year 
and says it didn’t offer an “effective 
challenge”. 

“Members felt they had some grip, 
but the reality was they were con¬ 
trolled by what information they 
received from the police,” he says. 

“Members came to meetings a few 
times a year, read the reports, then 
went away. That’s not what we do. I’ve 
now got people crawling all over the 
soft underbelly of Essex Police - day 
by day.” 

During his three years as PCC, 
Alston hired a “small team which costs 
no more than the old police authority”. 
The staff, which includes two former 
crime reporters, was picked to provide 
“really strong scrutiny”. 

PCC office staff member and for¬ 
mer BBC journalist Jan Klimkowski 
says Alston’s team “won’t necessarily 
accept the police’s first account”. 

Alston adds that his team “tena¬ 


ciously” follow any financial and per¬ 
formance enquiries - in fact any ques¬ 
tions that are “difficult”. 

“Essex Police is now probably more 
transparent than any other force I’m 
aware of,” he says. He cites Operation 
Maple, which saw more than 40 north 
Essex child abuse cases referred to the 
IPCC. 

Greater transparency, he says, will 
come from reducing the likelihood of 
getting it wrong in the first place and 
“’fessing up quickly” when things do 
go awry. “As soon as you fail to talk 
about the near misses, you’re doomed. 
Policing needs openness; talking 
about the stuff that goes wrong quick¬ 
ly, sorting it out and moving on. But 
changing habits takes effort,” he said. 
“It should be a step at a time, but 
we’ve taken some really big steps.”

RAIG Fairbrass has starred 
in scores of feature films, 
but his latest, London Heist, 
is the first one he has written. 

It gets its premiere at this 
month’s Southend Film Festival 
which pleases him because he 
has happy childhood memories of 
trips to the seaside. 

“I was born in Mile End and we 
didn’t need much of an excuse to 
jump on the train and head to 
Southend,” Fairbrass said. 

London Heist is a revenge 
thriller and has been 20 years in 
the making. 


“I had the idea for the film all 
those years ago, and it has 
changed and evolved over that 
time, but I am pleased with the 
end result,” he said. “It’s a thriller 
with a twist.” 

Fairbrass plays career criminal 
Jack Cregan who sets out to 
avenge the murder of his dad and 
the theft of their heist money. 

“It’s been a real slog,” he admit¬ 
ted.

A UNIQUE mix of heritage and 
natural conservation features 
can be found at Coalhouse 
Fort Park in East Tilbury. 

While the fort is the subject of 
conservation, so are the vast open 
areas surrounding it, which were 
designed to create clear firing 
zones. 

These are now used as recre¬ 
ation grassland and thousands of 
people visit the site every year to 
enjoy a picnic while the children 
play or take in a walk around the 
fort’s moat. 

Coalhouse Fort Park, which cov¬ 
ers 37.4 hectares, is one of 
Thurrock’s finest open spaces and 
much of the site is classified as a 
Scheduled Ancient Monument. 

There are several distinctive 
areas including grassland planted 
with trees at the centre, an ameni¬ 
ty grassland with a children’s play¬ 
ground to the west, grasslands 
under active conservation in the 
northern half, and flood meadow 
and river frontage to the south. 

A number of Second World War 
gunnery posts remain at the site 
including a quick fire battery, which 
is a great place for children to 
explore and enjoy views across 
and along the river. 

There is also a radar tower by 


the water and a two-storey con¬ 
crete structure next to the fort that 
was used to control the nearby 
minefield. 

The outlying areas of the park are 
broadly made up of grassland, 
flood meadow and saltmarsh that 
provide natural habitats for wildlife. 

This area of saltmarsh, which has 
been identified as nationally and 
internationally important under 
SSSI (Site of Special Scientific 
Interest), SPA (Special Protection 
Area) and Ramsar wetland desig¬ 
nations, covers 312 hectares from 
Coalhouse Point to Mucking Flats. 

It is significant for both wintering 
wildfowl and wading birds, as well 
as plant and invertebrate species. 

While you can explore Coalhouse 
Fort Park at your own leisure, its 
packed story can also fit into your 
pocket thanks to the Mobile 
Explorer app, which has been 
funded by the Veolia Mardyke Trust 
and the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

As well as featuring two trails at 
Coalhouse, one for its park and 
the other for the fort, there is 
another tour that takes you around 



the Bata Estate in East Tilbury if 
you want to discover more about 
the area. 

These can all be downloaded at 
mobile-explorer.co.uk. 

If you are looking for refresh¬ 
ments, the park’s Engine Room 
Cafe, which is open on weekends 
from 10am to 4pm and every day 
in the school holidays, serves food 
and drink. 


Those wanting to spend longer 
can combine a visit to the park 
with a tour of Coalhouse Fort, built 
between 1861 and 1874 to fortify 
the Thames estuary, by attending 
one of its special open days held 
on the last Sunday of every month, 
between March and November, 
including Bank Holidays. 

Events are also held at the park 
and include Bug Detective Days on 


Wednesday and Thursday, June 1 
and 2. 

The sessions from 10am to noon 
and from 1 -3pm on both days 
cost £5 per child and can be 
booked by calling 0845 300 5264.

Balance family budget with bargain Insignia

THE Vauxhall Insignia has been around for 
eight years now, but continuous develop¬ 
ment and a facelift in 2013 have kept it fresh 
and fighting - and it remains seriously good 
family value. 

One of best models to go for from the 
range is the Sports Tourer SRI Nav with new 
“whisper” diesel 1.6-litre engine, offering the 
combined increased practicality of an estate 
with miserly economy. 

True to its nickname the latest engine is 
much quieter than older Vauxhall diesels. 

In fact, this ecoFLEX unit has a degree of 
smoothness and refinement that puts it at 
the helm of the current crop of oilburners. 

With a capacity of 1,598cc you tend to 
question whether the task of hauling a size¬ 
able five-seater estate is too great. 

But with a generous 236lb/ft of torque the 
Vauxhall has a big heart. It’s a responsive 
unit that reacts quickly to the throttle so long 
as revs are kept flowing above the 2,000rpm 
mark and real-life driving sees averages of 
45-48mpg. 

Running costs are reasonable with emis¬ 
sions of 114g/km and an official government 
average of 65.7mpg. 

Performance is brisk rather than rapid with 
62mph coming up in 11.4 seconds and a 
maximum of 124mph, and the SRI is fitted 
with lowered and beefed up sports suspen¬ 
sions. 

Cornering and ride quality are possibly its 


weakest areas - nothing unsafe or shock¬ 
ing - but there’s a lack of fluency in the ride 
and no real incentive to push hard through 
corners because of a lack of general athleti¬ 
cism. 

Of more interest, though, to most people 
interested in this sector will be load space. 

Despite quite a high load deck, the Insignia 
can swallow up 540 litres of cargo with rear 
seats in place and up to 1,530 litres when 
they are folded down (these split 60-40). 

These stats are generous enough, but trail 
rivals such as the VW Passat and Ford 


Mondeo slightly, and are a longer way 
behind market leader, Skoda Superb, which 
absorbs more than 2,000 litres. 

Under the boot floor, there’s a small shal¬ 
low area where you can hide away valu¬ 
ables. 

The cabin uses good quality materials and 
has a sensible, easy-to-operate design. 

A cleaner console incorporating standard 
sat nav is both easier to read and smarter. 

The central oddment box is on the small 
size, but there are generous door pockets 
and a good-sized glove box. 


The steering wheel is adjustable for both 
height and reach, and the driver’s seat has 
multiple adjustments, but I wasn’t able set it 
quite high enough for my ideal position. 

Both driver’s and passenger’s seat squabs 
are made to extend. 

Those in the rear have decent head and 
legroom and it is quite possible to seat three 
abreast if required. 

When just two are on board, use can be 
made of a central armrest which includes 
two cup holders. 

This car was fitted with optional 19-inch 
alloys, which look great but probably impair 
the ride standard a tad. 

It also had front and rear parking sensors 
at £450. 

With a basic price tag of £23,724, the SRI 
Nav 1.6 CDTI is undoubtedly a real bargain 
for a family driver with an eye on the budget.

Cheikhou Kouyate burst in 
from the right and his centre was 
swept to safety. But from the 
resulting flag-kick the Hammers 
grabbed the lead. 

Michail Antonio turned on the 
proverbial sixpence before fir¬ 
ing beyond Potters goalkeeper 
Shay Given and defender Gian- 
nelli Imbula on the line. 

The goal buoyed the visitors 
who were already in control. 
Antonio thundered over while 
Diafra Sakho hit the side netting 
as West Ham looked to double 
their money. 

Stoke’s anxious start got 
through to the home crowd who 
were unusually subdued. 

Kouyate’s snap shot was 
deflected behind as the Ham¬ 


mers continued to ask the stern¬ 
er questions. 

Bojan eventually offered some 
form of response from the hosts, 
driving the wrong side of an 
upright after crafting an opening 
from the left.

After the game Bilic said:
